There are several things that 
can be done in the >ard now 
that will pay off handsomely 
later this sear 
Make it a point to rake up 
and bum ail old leaves, twigs 
and dead stalks from last years 
gardening 
This debris 
often 
contains disease spores and in­ 
sect eggs or larvae 
Be sure to give ail your trees, 
shrubs and perennials a thor­ 
ough 
soaking 
soon 
Although 
there has been some moisture 
this 
year, 
we 
haven't 
had 
enough to really get the sub­ 
soil wet 
Winter damage can 
be greatly reduced with this 
early spring soaking 
Most of the damage from a 
dry winter will not snow up on 
plants until late June or July 
At this time the plant is under 
the greatest stress of toe year 
due to the' long hot dry days 
Be sure to thoroughly soak all 
of your evergreens, especially 
those planted close to the foun­ 
dation. The soil next to the 
house dries out faster than oth­ 
er areas and requires more 
water. 
Your evergreens will also wel­ 
come good washing down with 
the hose Turn your nozzle to 
the hardest spray and 
scrub' 
your evergreens 
with 
water 
This washes off the wider ac­ 
cumulation of dirt and dust, and 
literally allows the

to 
* breathe 
The same washing will reduce 
tre number of evergreen mites 
r at start to build up in the 
spring Follow this with a spray 
of a good rmticide lf temper- 
a'ures are up to 60 degrees or 
higher you can use one of the 
multi-purpose insecticides con­ 
taining malathion.
